Mr. Wilbur did not agree with the 
statement that the worst form of bad lit- 
eratni e at present is the press. 
He said 


the press is the exact counterpart of the 
individual and the general public, which 
alwayn prefers bad and sensational news 
to that which is good. The press only 
caters to demand, and if that demand 
shows a perverted taste the public is re- 
sponsible for its share in bringing about 
whatever condition may exist. Mr. Wil- 
bur would read few bookB, but would read 
only the best and would makte them house- 
hold friends.

His 
body wa« first discovered by Harvey Whar- 
ton, Augustus Seniff and Samuel Mercer, 
of Morrisville, who were fishing in the 
basin at the time. When found the dead 
man's body was standing in an upright 
position, and had the appearance of a per- 
son who might have waded into the water, 
the topmost part of his head and also his 
cap being visible above the surface. 
; Coroner William H. Eunsman was at ome 
lotified and hurried to the scene of the 
drowning. During the interval between 
the finding of the body and the Coroner's 
arrival the corpse was dragged ashore by 
Cornelius Nolan with a fishing line. The 
?ody was taken to Jesse Morris' morgue.' 
A jury being empanelled and the Coroner 
deeming an inquest necessary'it was held 
at John Boilings' Hotel. The Coroner's 
jury consisted of Foreman William J. 
Pope, Godfrey Schultz, Alfred Bradford, 
Benjamin Peze, Edward A. Neumau and 
Jesse Morris. 


The only means of identification on the 


drowned man's person were a one dollar 


l, a number of bottles, and a pay enve- 


lope containing the name of T. Gordon, 
with the amount of the last pay received 
by him. 


The deceased was about five feet six in- 


ches in height and weighed about 165 
pounds and was employed about some of 
the rubber mills at Trenton. As he had 
been drinking with a number of compan- 
ions on Saturday night in Trenton, and 
also in Morrisville, it is thought that while 
intoxicated he wandered near the basin 
and fell in. The Coroner's jury rendered 
a verdict in accordance with the testimony. 


Council held a special meeting the oth-

NORRISTOWN LETTER. 
Norristown, November 26, 1900. 


Our judges seem determined to follow 


precedents, no matter by whom originted, 
-and hold that tbe great artist Hovenden, 
of Plymouth Meeting, was to blame be- 
cause he was killed by a train which, they 
say, he could have seen if he had stopped, 
looked and listened, although he was on a 
public highway or wagon road where he 
had a right to bo, and where tbe railroad 
company had no gate or guard or watch- 
man, and whore two trains crossed so 
nearly at the same instant that Hovenden 
was crushed to death, and therefore bis 
widow could recover no damageB, because, 
forsooth, some judges had erstwhile* so de- 
cided ; and now they hold that the heirs of 
William Stabler, druggist of our town, are 
entitled to-over $8000 damages for tbe kill- 
Ing of Dr. Stabler in the Exeter accident 
over a year ago, because th*ve is precedent 
for it. 
Precedent or no precedent jus- 


tice requires that damages should have 
been awarded in both of these cases. 
Hovenden's was peculiarly meritorious. 
Precedents that stand in the way of justice 
are more honored in the breach than tbe 
observance; they must be swept to the 
winds rather than that flagrant wrong and 
oppression shall flourish. Like George 
Lear when he was Attorney General of 
the State, in the time of the Fittaburg 
r'.ots, the Governor being absent, when 
asked if there was any authority to call 
out the militia, said' 
"Order out the 


soldiers and suppress the rioters, and we'll 
look for the authority and precedent aftei- 
wards." 
Lincoln had no 'precedent for 


hie proclamations of war against his own 
countrymen, amnesty or emancipation. 
When the exigencies arise great me^ make 
precedents, or overthrow them as tks> cause 
of country, justice and liberty mic? re- 
quire. Oar old Judge Erause said he 
would cut through a stone wall to do jus- 
tice. "Justice, and Judgment are the 
habitation of thy thione" BHVB the Psalm- 
ist. 
There was one, once, who walked the 


earth, who cut all piecedents and customs 
to pieces, and tramped upon them. 
As itr 


is safer to titist to the Lord than to put 
confidence in Princes, so it is safer to 
trust to tho precepts of justice rathei than 
the precedents of judges. And Moroe hit 
it very foicibly in describing some men 
iu former times who became judges: 


In vain we proudly strive to trace, 


The soul's reflection in the face; 


In vain we dwell on lines and crosses, 


Crooked mouth or short proboscis; 


Boobies have looked as wise and bright 


As Plato, or the Stagyrite: 


And many a sage and learned skull, 


Has peep'd through windows dark and 


dull.

Oliver Wendell Holmes saw with a clear 
vision this position which I am endeavor- 
ing-—it is a christain endeavor—to illu- 
strate, when he wrote:

•hen I built my new house on the corner 


of Swede, Elm and Powell streets, I placed 
;hese stones, the rejected, 
in the new 


louse, $>w called the "Corson Home 
[or Aged Friends" in contradiction from 
the "Stinson Home," for aged Presby- 
terians farther out Swede street. 
The 


friends bought my house, and some one 
ought to tell them the importance of pre- 
serving its history, for the slab I had in- 
serted in the wall of tbe library, giving the 
history and date of building of the house, 
they removed; juat as the Montgomery 
County Historical Society chiseled out the 
name of the only Borough Hall we ever 
bad. 
Enlightened people ought to know 


better than this, in this age of research. 
Prior to the building of thia Borough Hall, 
the Town Council leased rooms in the Odd 
Fellows Hall.

Thus our people go on destroying beau- 


tiful forests, preserving not even a vestige 
to i.ell the rising generation what the 
woods were like in former days; and this 
destruction, in a utilitarian sense, has been 
moat injurious to us and our soil and cli- 
mate. The earth will become as hard as 
the desert if this course uhall continue; 
and if the destruction of landmarks, or 
eartbmarka, shall be permitted, or false 
inscriptions be allowed, then farewell to 
the truth of history. Francis Lieber said 
"History is the memory of Nations. Oh 
now many have been lost through-the want 
of this memory and on account of careless, 
guilty ignorance." Old dates and names, 
if true, are like milestones on the ancient 
highways. Yet Leiber had uot heard of 
our long market house, extending a whole 
square on DeKulb street, and yet the name 
of "Market House" is not on it. 
Instead 


thereof on the forefront, like false curls 
on a harlot's brow, we find these words: 
"City Hall 1894." We have no city 
charter; ro,-not 1st, 2d or 3d class; v,e 
are an honorable and ancient borough^ 
with a charter from the Legislature; with 
only one legislative body called the Coun- 
cil, over whose actions our burgess has no 
control by our charter of 1812; yet recent- 
ly for the first time, in the life of our 
town, he has exercised the right of the 
veto power, and our innocent councilmen 
submitted to it as if it were his preroga- 
tive! And we prefer to be citizens of a 
borough of the first and best class, to be- 
ing third class citizen or citizens of a third 
class city. Our Legislature should abolish 
these class distinctions, as anti-republican 
and anti-democratic; and give charters 
to cities as required by the Constitution 
of Pennsylvania. No man wants to be 
christened a third class citizen. That was 
the enobling thought when our -forefath- 
ers met to form a more perfect Onion 
of the States; that each; State should be 
the equal of every other in dignity and 
therefore have two Senators, but popula- 
tion in a republic must rule In representa- 
tion in the House, and in the popular vote. 


On our market house; and it is a fine 


one, are worked In solid stone, the words 
"Select Council" and "Common CouaciL" 
We hare no such institutions in the town; 
so that all the inscriptions on the build- 
ing are false, and the next generation, as 
well as-all strangers coming into Mwa, 
will be forever deceived thereby. 
This 


was the school boy's folly for seeking to 
be called a man now, merely because he 
expects to be one, or the ambitious moth- 
er's hope that her daughter -grill be the 
bride of John Smith some day and there- 
fore the maternal christens her hopeful 
damsel Mrs. Smith. Yet these things are 
done -here; history destroyed; truth defied; 
facts belied; and monuments of lies erect- 
ed to teach falsehood from the very tem- 
ples that should be models of progress and 
preservers of veracity in tradition and his- 
tory. 
By monuments and other munf- 


mente we support title to names and to in- 
heritance. 
We -visit 
graveyards, 
old 


churches, and as we look back a century 
or so, to a period whence none of the in- 
habitants now survive what other guide 
have we but these atones, dates and in- 
scriptions; yet if these be false, what re- 
liance can we place on written accounts 
produced by historians in books?

Now, when from age 
to age, to whom a million years are but 
as the mincing step of the little girl, do 
you say that national and individual his- 
tory shall fade away like the baseless fab- 
lic of a vision? I tell you no. 
Nature's 


history tells of creation and destruction; 
of power and intelligence; but they are 
of the infinite. Human history, however, 
tells the story of human kind; and when 
it is written, and the future shall read of 
the battle of right and migLt; how the 
dim perception of the right became crys- 
tallized; how men and timeh in which 
Lincoln and Garfield lived and McKinley 
ruled will fill a brilliant page.

If the 


moping owl happens to complain that the 
light of the sun fails to cheer his shady re- 
treat, it does not follow that all the other 
birds are strangers to the glory of the day. 


That man is to be pitied who, having 


the capacity to read and the ability to buy 
a newspaper, yet has 
not 
discernment 


enough to see the flood of evidences on 
every hand that proclaim the advent of a 
new era of prosperity—the marvellous ex- 
hibit of our evpoits; the tremendous busi- 
ness of out railroads; the wonderful ex- 
pansion of our iron and steel industries; 
tbe unparalleled development of enter- 
prise; and, in short, the activities of busy 
people all over the land. It seems like a 
reflection upon human intelligence to say 
one word that has the Appearance of argu- 
ing in support of a condition of things so 
palpable. 
Surely, "none are so blind as 


those that will not seer" 


How strange it is that some people have 


eyes for things that are not, but cannot 
see the things that are. 
Do they dissem- 


ble? Are they the willing dupes of their 
own inverted sense? Let us not- be de- 
ceived. They, are far from being as stu- 
pid as they pretend to be. But it suits 
them ta cavil, to evade, to try to prove 
that black is white and white is black. 
It 


is an innocent amusement and harms uo 
one. 
Mr. Bryan went up and down the 


land delivering over and over again his in- 
terminable speech, and he sometimes tried 
to make people believe that he could see 
no signs of prosperity in his wayfaring. 
That was not the thing he was .looking for. 
It was contrary to his philosophy. He had 
the eves of a hawk for imperialism, which 
did not exist, > but Jor anything like pros- 
perity he had not even the eyes of a mole. 
He was purposely blind to all thriving 
conditions, just as some of hia satellites 
continue to be, thus ignoring; the simplest 
functions of reason and intelligence. Per- 
haps the scales have now fallen from his 
eyes, and he discovers happenings tbat are 
just the reverse of those which would have 
prevailed had auch a calamity as his elec- 
tion befallen the country. 


By the way, what has become of that 


imperialism which we heard so much about 
till we were weary of the word? Melted 
into thin air, or gone where the woodbine 
twineth, "and none so poor to do it rever- 
ence." Or buried, perhaps, under the 
avalanche of rational votes, "deeper than 
did ever plummet sound." We have in- 
stead an imperial prosperity to talk about, 
to cheer our hearts, to spread happiness 
over the land, to bless our people, and ~lo 
develop the material interests of the na- 
tion. Any one would be glad if every toil- 
er could be blest in his toil, toiling happi- 
ly; but if the joy of welfare does not hap- 
pen to fall upon every individual in its 
fulness, sure we are that it embraces tbe 
great mass of the people in its widespread 
expanse. This is cause for ex'v^~ ' ~~'

Then branch societies began to be or- 


ganized all over France, and as an aid 
to this the CFnb at Paris In the autumn 
of 1790 founded the Journal cies Amis 
de la Constitution, of which Laclos. be- 
came oilitor. 
The journal spread Jac- 


obin opinions and increased rnpidjlgi<the 
organization of clubs. Before the-end ot 
the yenr Knclos was able to. publish a 
list of over 120 provincial elnbs. 
By 


1TO1 there were nearly 400, «B, J'uly of the 
next year this number had increased, to 
1,200, nnd when the republic wns es- 
tablished excellent authority estimates 
the number ot affiliated clubs at 20,000, 
one for every commune in France. 


Very soon ttteie clubs became centers 


of tb» advanced revolutionary feeling. 
The young radicals of the provincial 
towns flocked to them, and through them 
they controlled, local politics. In Paris, 
Lyons, Alx and Bordeaux there were 
two clubs. 
One was composed of ,th« 


more respectable end the other of the 
lower elements of society. 
The latter 


was always a branch of the former and 
b times of urgent need supplied it .with 
rloter8.--Choatauqunn,
